U.S. 
officials 
believe 
that 
even if the proposed conference 
with the Arab oil producers on 
ways to' stabilize the petroleum 
market never takes place, the 
United States nevertheless will 
have won an important psycho­ 
logical battle. 
It did this by 
preserving

allied cooperation in the face of 
any adversity instead of “ dog 
eat dog” individual programs.

Legislature Finishes Up Work, 


Expected To Adjourn Today

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
1974 Legislature moves toward 
final adjournment expected, late 
today following p assag e of a 
$30 million supplemental budget 
and a few other still surviving 
bills of significance. 
Today m arks the 28th day in 
what could be a 30-tiay session 
but both Senate President Pro 
Tem Phillip E. Gutman and 
House Speaker Kermit O. Bur- 
rous were hopeful their Valen­ 
tine Day end prediction would 
be realized. 
Agreement already has been 
reached in conference commit­ 
tee and caucus on the two re­ 
maining budget, bills, one for 
operating expenditures and the 
other for construction, both sup­ 
plem ental to the $4.4 billion 
1973-75 budget. 
Conference committees on. a 
statewide 
emergency 
medical 
services 
program, 
legislative 
ethics and pornography reached 
agreement late Wednesday. The 
resulting bills are scheduled for 
final votes today. 
Parks Money 
The largest single appropria­ 
tion in the supplemental budget 
is $12.7 million for a major im­ 
provement. program in Indiana’s 
state parks and recreational fa­ 
cilities. But dozens of needs that 
have developed since the 1973 
Legislature passed the biennial 
budget 
also are 
included 
in 
these two bills. 
Among them are $4 2 million 
for improvements at mental in­ 
stitutions, $4.3 million for the 
state’s 
share 
of 
community 
mental health and mental retar­ 
dation centers. $2.8 million for 
construction of two area and 
one district state police posts, 
5* million, for extra fuel costs 
of state universities, $3 million 
or financially distressed schools 
and $2.1 million for an Ohio 
River port at Jeffersonville. 
The supplemental budget also 
re-allocates $5.8 million from 
existin g appropriations to be 
used tor all public schools as 
an increase in per-pupil state 
support. It further appropriates 
$850,600 for contingency funds to 
be used for energy crisis pro­ 
gram s and also sets aside $600,- 
000 that could be used one-time 
funding or phasing out of com­ 
munity action programs. 
The EMS bill came close to 
death for a while after Gover­ 
nor Bowen, a family physician 
who is strongly backing such a 
plan, rejected one conference 
committee proposal that he felt 
would have “ just studied it for 
another year ” 
Sen. Keith McCormick, R-Leb- 
anon, one of the conferees, ask­ 
ed to be replaced and Gutman 
assigned Sen. Joan Gubbins, R- 
Indianapolis, in his place. 
Late W ednesday, after con­ 
ferences among the lawmakers 
and the governor, an agreement 
was reached. The compromise 
will allow the 1975 Legislature 
to express 'Is will on regula­ 


tions governing equipment and 
qualifications of personnel in­ 
volved in em ergency m edical 
services, but at the sam e time 
make it possible for the gover­ 
nor to proceed with establish­ 
ment of the system for such 
services. 
Two more lay members were 
added to the Indiana Em erg­ 
ency Medical Services Commis­ 
sion and the governor would be 
able to get the program started 
but would not sign the final reg­ 
ulations until May 1, 1976. 
Federal Money 
The state faces loss of federal 
highway funds if the EM S pro­ 
gram has not been enacted into 
law by 1975. 
Proposed 
ethics 
legislation 
was a major topic throughout 
the 1974 session and at times 
seemed destined to die in the 
gulf 
of 
differences 
between 
House and Senate. But a con­ 
ference committee late Wednes­ 
day eliminated a section that 
Rep. Ray Richardson, R-Green- 
field, one of the conferees, felt 
would cause insoluable problems 
for the bill. 
As it now stands, the ethics 
bill covers both the legislative 
and executive branches of gov­ 
ernment. It creates a Senate 
Ethics Committee, House Ethics 
Committee and a State Ethics 
and Conflicts of Interest Com­ 
mission The bill called for dis­ 
closure of economic in terests 
for lawmakers and for candi­ 
dates for the legislature. 
Anti-Smut Bill 
One of the tasks expected of 
the 1.974 short session was re­ 
placement legislation for state 
statutes on pornography ruled 
unconstitutional by the courts 
This conference committee alsc 
had difficulty in reaching agree 
ment between ’ iou.se and Sen 
ate versions bu finally filed a 
compromise bill laie Wednesdav 
for action today 
Other serious efforts at leg is 
1 at.ion. 
apparently 
failed 
and 
probably will be back in the 
1975 Legislature, including a re­ 
placement for the justices of 
the peace courts and a further 
revision in 
the business tax 
structure. 
The 
county 
or 
m agistrate 
courts 
bills 
finally 
emerged 
only as a move to allow incum­ 
bent justices of the peace to 
stay in office instead of run for 
a 
one-year 
term 
this 
year. 
There w as no agreem ent on 
what should take the place of 
these JP courts after a sched­ 
uled Jan. 1, 1976, abolishment 
under terms of a 1971 law. 
The so-called free port propo­ 
sals to give certain business an 
income tax credit for part of 
the property tax paid on inven­ 
tories also failed to survive the 
1974 session. Rep. Ja m e s R. 
Harris, R-Newburgh, said “ this 
bill doesn’t stand a chance for 
another 1.0 years. But Sen. Har­ 
ry Thompson, R-Evansville, said 
he is hopeful such a tax change 
may come about sooner.

John C. Sawhill, FEO assist­ 
ant administrator, said refiner­ 
ies were told to increase jet 
fuel supplies by 6 per cent over 
last month. The increase will 
allow the airlines “to continue 
without 
seriously 
curtailing 
opcr at ion s, ’ ’ Sa w hill s a id. 
Sawhill also said that refiner­ 
ies were ordered “ to immedi­ 
ately furnish additional fuel to 
truck stops.” The added supi- 
plies were promised independ­ 
ent truckers in an agree ment 
with the government last week 
but Sawhill said truckers were 
complaining that the added fuel 
was not available. 
Sawhill said the truck stops 
were 
ordered 
to 
furnish the 
suppliers immediately even if it 
was 
necessary 
“ to 
make 
interim allocations in ordr to 
m e e t 
truckers 
immediate 
needs.” 
In 
response 
to 
growing 
criticism 
over 
how 
various 
areas were coping with gasoline 
shortages, Sawhill said teams 
of government energy experts 
were being sent into 19 states. 
Sawhill said governors were 
being urged to use their so-

set-aside 
fuel 
supplies 
designed 
for 
emergencies 
to 
help ease the shortage in some 
states. 


To ease the growing lines at 
gasoline 
stations 
Sawhill. 
ou­ 
tlined a four-step proposal. He 
said 
gasoline

Prohibit sales to cars whose 


fuel 
gauges 
show tanks 
are 
more than half full, or limit 
sales to a $3 or $4 minimum. 
Stagger gas stations hours. 
Set. up. a community center 
which motorists can call to find 
out which gasoline stations are 
open. 
States 
using, -an 
odd-even 
day 
rationing 
system 
should 
keep Saturday as an open day 
for 
all 
motorists, 
a 
move 
designed to eliminate the need 
for a car to go three days 
without 
being 
able 
to 
buy 
gasoline. 
Because more refineries have 


been concentrating in turning 
out heating oil and gasoline, 'the 
supply of jet fuel-which is not 
as profitable to produce — had 
fallen off. 


The airline industry originally 


was allocated only 85 per cent 
of the amount, used in 1972. The 
cutback, one of the most severe 
imposed on any industry, was 
later 
modified 
to 
allow 
an 
allocation of 95 per cent of 1972. 
The industry still was forced 
to cut back 2,000 fights and

Hard as it is to believe, two mem talking on a 
party line telephone laughed and refused to hang 
up to permit an emergency call from a Jonesville 
couple who minutes earlier found their baby dead 
in its crib. 
The people of Indiana have recognized the 
situation for years, and in 1955 brought the issue to 
the attention of the General Assembly which 
adopted the law making it a crime to refuse the use 
of a party fee when property or human life is in 
Jeopardy — and also making it a crime to state 
falsely that the fee is needed for emergency use. 
In other words, the individual who cries “Wolf!” 
is just as liable to prosecution as is the person who 
refuses to give up the fee in a real, emergency. 
Here's what the Indiana law says, just as it 
appears in the first few pages of most telephone 
directories: 
“It shall be unlawful for any person using a 
'telephone on a party line to refuse to yield such 
party line when requested to do so to any person 
who wishes to nlace an emergency call from a 
telephone on su *i party line. 
“It • isll be un\ wful for any person to obtain use 
of a telephone on . party line b- falsely alleging the 
existence of an emergency 
“Any person who violates the provisions of (either) 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined in any sum not exceeding 
$25 to' which may be added imprisonment in the 
county jail for any period not exceeding 10 days." 
The law was passed while Indiana’s population 
was growing rapidly in the years after World War 
II, and telephone companies were not able to keep 
up with the demand for private line service. Many 
residences could be served only via party lines. 
As the capacities of telephone companies have 
grown, party fees have become less common in 
high-density population areas. But they are not 
uncommon at all in. sparse areas, especially those 
.served by relatively small telephone companies 
without large resources for capital investment. 
Even if your home is served these days by a 
private fee, you likely can recall those periods 
when private .service simply was. not available. 
Prosecution in the Jonesville 'incident earlier this 
month is not likely. It's hard to identify men by 
their voices. Their “prosecution” is more likely to 
come from their own consciences than it is from the 
law. 
But. maybe next time they won’t be' so ready to' 
and refuse what should be common courtesy 
if H is not law.

The New Testament call to holiness needs em­ 
phasis in our times. As I observe people, listen to 
people, and read about people, I’m convinced that 
this is a day for preachers to preach and laymen to 
witness to the Christian experience of trae heart 
holiness. 
The thousands of people making a decision for 
Christ are going to instinctively hunger for heart 
purity. A lot of Christians are yearning for an 
.above-average spiritual experience. But in the 
average church today there is little preaching on 
holiness. And in many evangelical Bible studies 
the terms "holiness” and “sanctification” are 
avoided like the plague. 
There' is a lost emphasis on holiness that began in. 
the third century. But hearts are crying out for it, 
and they are responding to its claims when they 
learn that is is backed fully by the New Testament. 
May its message catch fire once again in our times. 
For 'Centuries the message of holiness was buried 
beneath the ritualism and superstition of 
Romanism. During the medieval centuries many 
holiness movements were born, but most of them 
choked to death on monastic isolation, rigorous 
asceticism and. morbid negativism. 
But the Reformation gave the New Testament 
doctrine of holiness a new birth. Even before John 
Wesley's holiness movement of the eighteenth 
century , the message of holiness was taken out of 
grsveclothes .and its .life .and beauty exposed to the 
church.

On The Farm Front

WASINGTON (UPI) — Sup­ 
plies of high protein oiDeed 
meals, which are key raw mate- 
ials for producing meat and 
poultry may be more plentiful 
around the world this year with 
prices easing back from last 
year’s levels, 
an 
Agriculture 
Department specialist says. 
Alan E. Holz, an economist in 
the department’s Foreign Agri­ 
cultural Service, said world pro­ 
duction of protein meals this 
year 
has 
been 
predicted 
as 
nearly 66 million tons, up 16 
per cent from last year. 
The increase, he said, is the 
biggest 
year-to-year 
gain 
on 
record following three years of 
smaller-than - expected growth, 
and is mainly due to the record 
1973 U.S. soybean crop. 
In 1973, tight supplies and 
zoobing prices for protein meals 
played a major role in sending 
meat and poultry prices sky­ 
rocketing in almost all parts of 
the world. For this year, Holz’s 
report said meal prices could 
come down although they are 
likely to remain at “ relatively 
high” levels compared with the 
years before 1973. 
The report cautioned that the 
outlook could be changed by 


developments flowing from the 
energy crisis and shifting world 
trade conditions. 
It added that 
much of the increase in. supplies 
forecast this year, assuming it 
materializes, will not actually 
begin to reach users until Oct. 
Looking beyond the current 
year into the rest of the decade, 
Holz’s report said that while 
protein meal prices may not 
regain their 1973 peaks during 
the years immediately ahead, 
they are likely to trend steadily 
upward. He said this will mean 
increased 
livestock production 
costs which will have to be 
passed on to consumers in the 
form of higher prices for live­ 
stock and. poultry. 
As prices keep rising, the 
report said, 'they may produce 
increasing consumer demand for 
products which—in effect—elim­ 
inate livestock and poultry as 
middlemen in turning out high- 
protein foods. 
For most consumers, the soy­ 
bean Is converted into a high 
protein meal which is fed. to 
livestock to be turned into beef, 
chicken and similar foods. Eut 
processors can also convert the 
soybean directly into a textured 
protein for human food.

record high, why are there 
fewer cattle in feedlots than a 
year ago? 
The answer is a matter of 
price relationships, points out J.

Farmers have a 
'Choice of 
either selling their corn direct 
or marketing it through cattle. 
With corn prices about $3 a 
bushel,

feeder animals, Uhrig notes. 
In some cases commercial 
feedlot operators may lose less 
money feeding cattle at a small 
loss rather than letting their 
large Investment feedlots stand 
idle. 
As of January 1, slightly more 
than 13 milion cattle were in 
the nation’s feedlots; this was 
six per cent smaller than the 
year earlier total. Placements 
were down from 10 to 15 per 
cent for the last nine months 
of 1973. 
For the last two years or 
longer, feeder cattle have cost 
more per hundredweight than 
they brought as finished cattle 
five or 10 months later.

This economically important 
disease results from a virus 
which is spread herd-to-herd 
during the winter when con­ 
ditions favor survival of the 
virus, points out 
Dr. E. 
O. 
Haelterman, Purdue University 
microbiologist. 
Internationally recognized for 
h i s 
research 
in 
TGE, 
Hcalterman 
believes 
the in­ 
cidence of the disease could be 
r e d u c e d markedly through 
identification of infected herds 
and quarantine of these herds 
for from three weeks to a 
month after the last evidence 
of active infection. 
Characteristics of the disease 
making 
such

passible the microbiologist lists 
as: 
A single virus with a limited 
host 
range-swine 
and dogs- 
causes the disease. (The role 
of dogs deserves further study, 
he says, adding that he believes

housing program had already

indictments 
involving 317 defendants. 


At that time the Departm ent 
had obtained 119 convictions.

Someone recently called my 
ifctention to a sign found outside 
t h e 
Richland, 
Washington 
Baptist Church. “This Service 
Station Open Every Sunday.” 


We 
are all aware 
of one 
aspect of the energy crisis. No 
gasoline on Sunday. If we are 
planning a Sunday trip then the 
fuel 
must 
be 
purchased 
on 
Saturday or Monday since about 
ninety 
five 
per 
cent 
of 
all 
service stations are closed on 
Sundays. 


Some folks have made the 
observation that since people 
can’t get fuel for Sunday travel, 
they might come to church. I 
have 
checked the 
attendance 
figures 
and 
facts 
at 
some 
churches 
in 
the 
area 
and 
discovered that the 
campers, 
fishermen, auto buffs and those 
who 
hadn’t 
come 
to 
church 
prior to the energy shortage 
still 
are 
not 
attending. 
This 
supports my theory that the gas 
shortage isn’t going to improve 
ohurch attendance. 
There are scores of excuses 
for not attending church. Here 
are a 
few I’ve encountered. 
“Sunday is my only day to 
sleep.” “Sunday morning is a 
good time for that second cup 
of coffee after I’ve kicked the 
kids off to church.” “Sunday 
is an awfully good day to work 
around my yard.” “I get better 
religious program s on the tube 
than you have at your church.” 
“ Y o u r 
church has never 
done anything for m e.” You get 
the idea I’m sure. There is 
possibly one reason more valid 
than the others for not attending 
church. 
The 
following 
story 
illustrates it. 


A man approached a pastor 
every Monday and apologized 
for not having been at church 
the previous day. Each week 
he had all sorts of reasons for 
missing 
worship. 
The 
pastor 
finally told the man, “ You don’t 
need to apologize to me. You 
are not responsible to me but 
to God. 
If you were 
really 
dedicated to 
Christ 
and 
His 


church you would be in church 
every 
Sunday.” 
The 
man 
replied, 
“ you 
know 
I 
never 
thought 
about 
it 
that 
way 
before.” The man never did 
begin attending his church but 
never again did he rush to his 
pastor 
with 
his 
reasons 
for 
being 
absent 
from 
divine 
worship. Thus all the reasons 
for absenting one’s self from 
worship boil down to this: lack 
of dedication to the Lord. 


There 
could 
be 
a 
lot 
of 
secondary reasons for people 


attending 
church. 
They 
may 
like the preacher, the soloist, 


the choir. They may feel loyalty 
to their particular congregation. 
For many, church going is a 
good 
life-long 
habit. 
The 
prim ary 
reason 
still 
exists, 
however. They come to worship 
because they are devoted to the 
Lord. Because Christ is their 
Lord and Saviour they don’t 
begrudge 
the 
time 
spent 
in 
worship and Bible study each 
week. They come in dedication 
and leave with the imprint of 
God’s blessings on their hearts 
and minds. 


As they come in dedicated 
worship they find the courage, 
strength and faith to live their 
lives. Weekly they are filled 
with the love of God and His 
Son 
and 
knowledge1 
of 
the 
Scriptures. 


The church then becomes a 
filling station which is open on 
Sundays for all to fuel up on 
God’s love and goodness for 
their lives.
